loaded muskets, and all persons approach- 
ins at night are halted before they can en- 
tor the buildings. Thin state of affairs 
ivont into operation October 34, and was 
caused by acts of Germans, whoso atti- 
tude towards Americans and English as 
well as towards natives Is becoming unen- 
durable. A patrol of throe armed sailors 
from tho Gorman man-of-war Adler trav- 
els tho streets of Apia with loaded mus- 
kets and ll.xcd bayonets every uipht.

It 
ta'u-es me, as a rule, several days to :ul,!ust 
this simple apparatus to perfection—a fact 
which caused mo to a'.mndon my perform- 
ances at Slaien island, where il was neces- 
sary to remove tho rope after each exhibi- 
tion. At iho lop of. cacli pole is a small plat- 
form, for the purpose of resting: and ou 
one of tlsc.se platforms 1 usually place n. tem- 
porary dressing-room, where 1 can mako 
necessary changes in my aUirc. I mny 
mention'here thai the suit of armor m 
which 1 first appear is of great weight aud 
exquisite workmanship, the gauntlets hav- 
ing once belonged to Uie celebrated tenor, 
Mario, As a rule, my other costumes arc ol' 
tho least possible weight, while the shoes 
are an ordinary pair of line leather ones, 
with soft soles.' It is, I thin!,-, a popular 
error to suppose that u rpne-waMtcr's feet 
arc exceptionally large or r.iuscular. Mine, 
1 am told, are rather below than above tho 
ordinary six.c. 


The balancing-pole, 1 suppose, fairy comes 


within Uio classification of apjiar.it-js. In 
my own case it is made ol ash, is about 
twenty-six feet long, and weighs some forty 
or fifty pounds. H is made in three pieces, 
so as to bo easily taken apart and to occupy 
Jjut little space when I am traveling. Nat- 
urally, m v journeys inlo every quarter of 
the civilix.cd world have taught ma lo re- 
d'Jcc my baggage to the smallest possible 
dimensions: but. as it is, I am forced to 
carry a great deal, and when I visited Aus- 
tralia years ago 1 remember I carried over 
sixty tons of baggage with me. 


I am often asked as to -jy sensations when 


walking the rope; but, if by i!ia: is meant 
whether 1 feel fear or nervousness, 1 must 
answer decidedly in the negative. 
When 


walking i look some eighteen or twenty feet 
ahead of me, and whistle softly or bum a 
snatcli of a song, aa tho humor may seize 
me. 1 also iavsriably keep time in my step 
to tho music the band is playing, and I 
find that helps me wonderfully in preserv- 
ing my balance. With my own weight nnd 
that of the balancing pole, there must be 
about 230 pounds bearing on the ropc.whieb 
naturally gives considerably, this sagging 
being one of the cbicf difllculties we have 
to encounter in keeping our balance. .1 
prefer :o perform in the open air: for in J 
hall or a theater, even of tho largest dimen- 
sions, tho vitiated air found at tho elevation 
at which vny rope is always stretched is 
most unpleasant to breathe. 


Nowadays 1 never practice, and even :ny 


most ilifilcuU tricks, such as turning a som- 
eraault over a chair pkiecd in the middle ol 
the rope and landing with my'feet on the 
other side of it, arc usually performed wiih- 
out [irauiCLliUitlon, Justus tho whim seizes 
me. 
This enables 
me 
without 
effort 


to vary my programmes at, every per- 
formunco, 
and 
prevents 
them 
from 


becoming 
monotonous to me. 1 could 


remain a year, or even longer, without 
ever setting fool on a rope and then go on 
and tread it as safely ns though 1 hart been 
in constant practice. As an illustration of 
the slight amount of practice I require Sor a 
new trick, 1 may mention my bicycle act. 
Some years ago, when bicycles were some- 
what of a novelty, it. struck n:o tha: I could 
utilize one in my performance, and I accord- 
ingly had one constructed according to my 
directions, with a groove in the wheels to fit 
Uioropc, but otherwise of ordinary fashion. I 
ordered it to be sent to mo some time be- 
fore the performance, so that I cou'.d try it, 
but it ciune just as I was making ready to 
appear. 1 was as pleased as a child with a 
new toy, and, mounting it at once, I re- 
hearsed successfully in view of a large 
aiidienee, wlio probably thought I had been 
practicing for months. 
1 never take any stimulant before walk- 


ing the rt>pe, and take no special pains to 
keep myself in zood condition. My attend- 
ant rubs me down carefully when my 
journey Is ended, and then I take somo 
light refreshment. 
Otherwise I only live 


plainly and regularly, merely avoiding eat- 
ing a heavy meal shortly before a perform- 
ance. Finally, I may say that 1 prefer ex- 
hibiting without a net stretched below me. 
I think it would mako me so nervous as al- 
most to lead to tho accident against which 
it is intended as a safeguard. 


It I myself do not feel ncvvo'.is, I am 


afraid the many persons 1 have carried on 
my back across the rope have .felt a triflo 
pe'rturbcd, save when they havo been pro- 
fessional assistants. In reality, there is 
nothing in tho world for them tu be afraid 
of. Ail they have to do ia to sit perfectly 
still, refrain from clutching me too tightly 
around tbo neck, and leave the rest to me. 
When I am carrying any one over for the 
first time, I chut to him continuously on 
any different subjects I can think about, 
and try in this ,a:anner to relieve his 
anxiety, ar.cl I always caution him against 
looking downward when.-n mid :iir. Some- 
how, though, he never seems quite "nappy, 
and I always detect a gasp of relief when 
tlie cr.d of the rope and the platform are 
•reached. More than once tho victim lias 
devoutly exclaimed: "Never again'."
